Leaves Amending of Law 
To Permit Action Up To 
Congress To Agree On.

funding agreem ent negotiated ** with

Britain 
was 
requested 
by 
President Harding to day as a “re­ 
commitment of the English-speaking 
world to the validity of contract.” 
"Coupled with this approval, 
the 
president added in an address at a 
joint 
session 
of 
the 
senate 
and 
house, congress ghould 
enact 
into 
law the adm inistration ship bill 
be­ 
cause “it is as im portant to avoid 
losses as It is to secure 
funds 
on 
debts.” 
Ample time for action on both of 
these m easures, it was declared by 
Mr. Harding, 
rem ains 
before 
the 
present congress goes out of exis­ 
tence on March 4, and either, he said 
was fit to be recorded as a chapter 
of great achievement. 
The president made 
no 
specific: 
recommendation as to the form the 
action of congress on 
the 
British 
should take, leaving it to life lead 
ers in congress to decide what m eth­ 
od should be adopted to amend the

reached by the American and British 
debt commissions.
